Frightfulness In Ireland 


The Nation Publishes the Report of the British Labor Com- 


mission Which Has Investigated England's Reign 


of Terror and Horror. 


rpHE NATION is the first publication in th» United States to 
1 print the full text of the report of the British Labor Com- 
mission, sent to Ireland to investigate conditions there. It is a 
significant and impressive revelation and indictment of the 
British government. 


Things are being done by Great Britain which stagger be- 


lief, and which should bring a blush of shame to every citizen of 
England. Only by granting freedom to Ireland without further 
delay can Great Britain atone for the infamous treatment which 
she has given to a defenseless nation. 


Arthur Henderson moved in the house of commons that the 


house should institute an investigation "of the causes, nature 
and extent of reprisal in Ireland on the part of those whose 
duty is the maintenance of law and order." The house refused 
to take the action proposed, and this led to the appointment of 
the British Labor Commission. It was composed of three mem- 
bers of parliament including Arthur Henderson together with 
several leaders of the British labor party. 


The Commission began its investigation on November 30 


and completed them on December 15. It states that in every 
part of Ireland it was impressed by the atmosphere of terror- 
ism which prevailed, -the people anticipating that at any time 
they might be arrested, or dragged from their beds and shot, or 
that their houses might be burned down. Notices have appear- 
ed to Irish papers, which have been set up by the printers at the 
point of the revolver, threatening punishment to the general 
public if certain things were done or not done, and bearing such 
signatures as "The Black and Tans" or "Secretary, Death or 
Victory League." In Dublin civilians out after 10 P. M. run the 
risk of being shot at sight. Many other things are reported to 
illustrate the general policy of terrorism and provocative be- 
havior. 


As to actual atrocities the report treats of the burning of 


property, looting, physical violence and brutality, and shooting. 


Details are given as to a large number of buildings which 


have been destroyed by fire by members of the crown forces. 
Creameries, factories, large business blocks, shops, town houses, 
and farm houses have been burned down. An appendix to the 
report gives particulars of 42 attacks made upon co-operative 
concerns, mainly creameries, and in most cases the buildings 
were wholly or partly destroyed by fire. The Chief Secretary 
for Ireland has admitted that some of the creameries were 
burned by members of the English police force, but insisted 
that they were in the nature of reprisals. 
The investigators 


say that they have a volume of direct testimony that many of 
the creameries suffered destruction or damage besides those 
which the chief secretary declared were reprisals. 


Besides the creameries, hosiery works, printing offices, and 


shops were destroyed. 


The commission investigated the burning of farm buildings 


in one case where the tenant was an old bed-ridden woman of 75 
years. Two policemen and a number of men in civilian dress 
came to the farm and asked for a son of the tenant. He was 
not at home. The old lady who was ill was taken out of the 


" house with two or three other inmates. The men then poured 


petrol on the beds and furniture and burned the house and all 
the other buildings on the farm. 


Many cases of beating and other forms of brutality came 


to the notice of the investigators. Details of several floggings 
are given. 


Shooting of citizens on a large scale took place at the Croke 


Park football grounds. The killed and injured numbered 73, 
including both women and boys. The report tells of a number 
of instances where men were routed out of their beds at night 
and shot. 


The Committee reports that the health of the people is be- 


ing undermined, their economic life destroyed, and that the 
final solution of the Irish problem can not be found through a 
policy of violence or of vengeance.
